! Was a Spy. 


I took a particular interest in that 
magnificent film, ““I Was a Spy,” for a 
variety of reasons, I did not happen to 
be a spy miyself; but at one period of the 
Great War,the Germans thought that I 
was, and, if I had not been able to estab- 
lish my innocence, it would have been just 
too bad. However, I was able to appreciate 
keenly Marthe’s feelings when she was 
under suspicion. There was also an 
incident in the film which reminded me 
very vividly of a nasty experience - that 
befell me just after the outbreak of war. 
Marthe, the heioime of the film, who is a 
Belgian girl, finds herself in the middle 
of a crowd of German soldiers, when a 
couple of British aeroplanes begin to drop 
bombs on them. 


An Air Raid. 


A few days after Great Britain entered 
the War I happened to be on the main 
street of the city of Frankfurt-am-Main. 
I had just been released from prison. I 
was making my way back to the little 
town of Bad Nauheim, where I had been 
arrested ten days previously. Naturally, 
after a spell of solitary confinement, I was 
a bit “‘“nervy”’ at the time, and my main 
pre-occupation was to avoid notice as much 
as possible, until I could catch my train 
back to Nauheim, about twenty-eight kile 
metres away. Í was wandering along the 
Kaiserstrasse, trying to look as much like 
a Frankfurter as possible, when suddenly 
I saw the people in the street pointing 
excitedly to the sky, and there, at a very 
high altitude, was an aeroplane. Now, I 
had never seen an aeroplane before, and, 
Jike the others, was extremely curious; so 
I forgot for the moment that I was an 
enemy alien in a foreign country, and 
joined the star-gazers in the middle of the 
street. Ail went beautifully for some 
minutes, and we watched the bird-like 
machine with growing interest. Our specu- 
lataons, however, got a rude shock when 
the gentleman in the aeroplane took it 
into his head to drop a bomb about twenty 
yards away from where I was standing. 
It was a British aeroplane, and I was 
being an unwilling witness of the War’s 
first air raid. For some moments I 
did not realise what was happen- 
ing, but I was not long left im 
doubt. I remember that my. feelings 
were very much mixed, becauge, while I 
was desperately anxious to cheer loudly, 
as soon as [ heard that it was a British 
| aeroplane, I had a healthy respect for my 
own skin, and soon began to realise that 
if I escaped my fellow-counéryman’s bomb, 
I would be tikely to run a very fair 
chance of being lynched by the infuriated 
Germans, who, undoubtedly would blame 
it all on me if they discovered who I was.

Needless to 
say, the food part of it was not very much 
to write home about. When we had 
finished our liqueurs I began to get 
decidedly uneasy, knowing that something 
must be done about the bill, but Merritt 
continued to act as if he owned the hotel. 
a pose in which he was encouraged by 
the entire staff. Finally, it was time to 
go, and [ prepared for the worst ; but not 
at all. Merritt merely called for his bill, 
which amounted to some colossal sum, and 
then, from the recesses of his newly- 
acquired fur coat, began to produce in 
apparently endless profusion cakes of 
English soap, tins of SA EA and pound 
saghas of tea, which he had brought with 

im from the prison camp. The waiter 
became very much excited, and made a 
hasty calculation on the table cloth, while 
Merritt puffed contentedly at an expen- 
sive cigar. After consultation .with the 
manager, he was presented with quite a 
substantial sum of money by way of 
change, and was begged by the head waiter 
to come back as often as he liked, and 
refresh himself on the same terms. I may 
mention that it was not at all an uncom- 
mon thing in those days to get between 
20s. and 30s. for a pound of tea, and an 
even larger sum for a pound of any kind 
of animal fat.

The real point of this article is to stress 
the fact that success in modern chess is the 
prerogative of youth.

It is high time that Ireland took her 
place among the chess-playing nations of the 
world; and, if ever she is to produce a 
cha..pion, it is to the youth of the country 
that wo must look.

It is an 
easy game to learn, but a most difficult game 
to play reaily well, and nobody has yet suc- 
ceeded in entirely exploring its possibilities. 
To attain the rank of chess master demands 
an exceptionally high standard of ability; yet 
the utmost that can be achieved at the game 
Is a degree of proficiency above the ordinary. 

The present chess champion of the world, 
Dr. Alexander Alekhin, was born in St. 
Petersburg 41 years ago. At the age of 16 
he won an all-Russian amateur tougnament, 
and thereupon became entitled to the rank 
of chess master. He is a player of great bril- 
lance and soundness, who has made many 
valuable contributions to the literature of 
chess. He was for some time employed in 
the Russian Foreign Office in the service of 
the Czar, but emigrated after the revolution, 
and is now a naturalised French subject, 
practising as a doctor of laws.in Paris. He 
succeeded as world’s champion the equally 
famous young Cuban master, Senor Jose Raul 
Capablanca, whom many Dublin players had 
the pleasure of playing against some years 
ago, when he was the guest of the late Sir 
Horace Plunkett, the then President of the 
Dublin Chess Chib. Capablanca’s chess 
exploits were rated very highly by his 
countrymen, and he is still without question 
one of the finest players in the world. The 
British Empire champion is the young Indian, 
Mir Sultan Khan, who was domiciled in 
England for several years, but returned last 
month to his native India to take up per- 
manent residence there. 


REVIVAL OF INTEREST. 


While there has been a revival of intcrest 
in chess in Ireland of late years, and the 
recent international correspondence tourna- 
ment between England and Ireland, narrowly 
won by the former, was the means of rye am 
to light many strong Irish players of whose 
existence little was. known hitherto, the 
position of chess in this country is not at all 
what it should be and might be, considering 
tha; the game was played here centuries 
ago when it was little known m Europe. 
What a pity it is that through want of know- 
ledge of its beauty and interest, and want 
of opportunity for its practice, chess is prac- 
tically unknown to the youth of Ireland 
to-day, while in England and in other 
countries chess championships are regularly 
held for schoolboys and schoolgirls, which 
provide an unfailing supply of recruits of a 
high standard of ability.

A FAMOUS MASTER. 


Ths most famous chess-master of all time 
was Paul Morphy, the young. Louisiana 
lawyer, whose many contributions to the 
‘“‘immortal”’ series of games will survive so 
long as chess itself survives. Seventy years 
ago, at the age of 18, he startled an imere- 
dulous world by first of all defeating every 
player of repute in America, and then, being 
sent to Europe by his enthusiastic country- 
men, demolishing every player of note in the 
old world who could be induced to enter 
the lists against him, including the famous 
chess-master and mathematician of Breslau 
University, the renowned Herr Adolf Ander- 
sen, who had won numerous international 
tournaments and was regarded as invincible. 
The English chess champion, Howard 
Staunton, evaded every effort made by his

Alexander might have done better and wed 
with Alekhine and Lilienthal, but in such 
high-class company to secure fourth place in 
ten indicates chess ability of a high order. 
Alexander is bound to become one of the 
outstanding players of the future, unless his 
duties as mathematical master in Winchester 
College prevent him from devoting the neces- 
sary amount of time to the study of the 
game,

VERYONE knows the sea was not 
always salt—for did we not learn in 
the poetry of our childhood about the old 
man with the magic ‘mill which ground 
out anything from annuities to a pinch 
of sult?

IRISH GRANITE FOR 
LIVERPOOL.

WICKLOW QUARRIES TO 
' RE-OPEN. 
WICKLOW, Tuesday. 


It is probable that the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral in Liverpool wil] be erected entirely 
from County Wicklow granite, which, in the 
opinion of bir E. Lutyens, the arch*tzct for 
the cathedral, is the finest in the world for 
stately and massive buildings of this des~>ip- 
tion, Exhaustive tests }cve been made to 
ascertain if the granite will retain its 
characteristic colour against exter ' forces, 
and apparently the architect is entirely 
satisfied. 

On Saturday last Sir E. Lutyens, accom- 
panied by the contractor for the cathc—<ral, 
Mr. Me and Mr. T. B. O’Byrne, chief 
architect to the Board of Works, -- repre- 
senting the Saorstat Government, visited 
Ballyknockan, near Blessington, where the 
famous granite quarries are situated, and 
spent four hours discussing with the scal 
quarry-owners matters relating to the export 
of granite in sufficiently large quantities to 
Liverpool, and he is expected to visit 
Aughrim, in the south of the county, this 
week for a similar discussion ““ith the owners 
of the quarries there. 

Not the fully-dressed granite stone will be 
exported, but what is termed “ rough- 
dressed,” that is, the stone will be brought 
to a certain pitch of preparedness, and the 
remaining work will be done on the site and 
thus comply with the conditions of Jabour in 
England against the importation of dressed 
stone,

R.A.F. ARRANGEMENTS 
AT DERRY, 


The seaplane station which is to be pre- 
pared in the River Foyle, near London- 
derry, writes the Aeronautical Corre- 
spondent of The Times, will be the eighth of 
the kind to be established by the Air Ministry. 
These are not R.A.F. stations in the accepted 
sense, since they have no accommodation for 
men or machines ashore. They are,rather, 
mooring places in sheltered waters-and near 
enongh to a town to allow stores to be pro- 
cured at need. 

At Londonderry ten moorings will be set in 
groups of three in the river. A new type of 
mooring buoy will be used. This is the Short 
rubber buoy, which cannot be sunk if river 
traffic should come into collision with it and 
cannot damage any seaplane which may strike 
it during the mooring operations. The buoys 
will be placed in about the same positions 
as the temporary moorings which were used 
by No, 201 Squadron at the time of the visit 
by the big Italian formation last year. The 
situation is less exposed than was that occu- 
pied by the 24 moorings for the Italian 
visitors. 

Similar stations have already been prepared 
at Stranraer, Oban, Holyhead; Dover, Port 


Lough Neagh. The last-named 1s not very 
suitable. because the moorings had to be 
placed fairly close to the R.A.F. station at 
Aldergrove, which is on a lee shore. The 
moorings in the River Fovle are better situ- 
ated, and will prebably be used by Service 
flying boats instead of those in Lough Neach 
on all occasions when there are no special 
reasons for mooring alongside the cadre 
squadron at Aldergrove. Another mooring 
station will be made in the Tay if a suitable 
site can be found. 


GAELIC DRAMA LEAGUE. 


MINISTER'S PRAISE FOR {TS 
WORK. 


The members of the Gaelic Drama League 
met at dinner last night in the Dolphin 
Hotel, Dublin. 
Mrs. Mairie Ni Cinneide, who presided, 
said that the Society was under an obligation 
to the Minister for Education. 
Mr, Sean OhUadhaigh proposed “ health 
and long iife to the Dramatic Corps.” He 
said that there was much valuable work 
being done by the Corps on behalf of the 
Irish language. He knew no other means of 
promoting the language better than the 
drama. He hoped that the day was not far 
distant when Gaelic drama in Dublin would 
take the lead over Kuglish drama. — 
Mr. T. Derrig, Free State Minister for 
Education, said that he was glad to be with 
them that evening, and to help the move- 
ment for the promotion of Irish drama. He 
was satisfied that the League could do a 
creat work on Lehalf of the language. He 
would like to see the work going ahead in 
the schools. He knew no other way that 
was half as effective as the drama for the 
teaching and extension of Gaelic. - For that 
reason he hoped that the Department of 
Education would give more assistance to the 
cause of the language, particularly in the 
schools. He was glad that the League had 
succeeded so well up to the sige and he 
would do his best to help the work in the 
future. It shoulá not be forgotten that there 
was a Gaelic theatre in Galway. It would 
be well to have the Gaelic drama placed 
under one management and direction. 

Mr Derrig presented a gold medal to 
Yearoid O Lochlainn, an artist and author in 
Gaelic drama. A silver medal was awarded 
to Micheal Mac Liammoir, who was not 
resent, and a bronze medal was presented to 
aighread Ni Ghrada, M.A., for ‘* Miceal 
in recognition of their work for the Irish 
drama : :

Mr. George McGrath, Free State Con- 
troller and Auditor-General, in his report 
on the receipts and issues out of the Road 
Fund for the year ended March, 1933, 
which was laid on the table of the 
Oireachtas yesterday, states:— — 

“The Department of Finance havin 
intimated that proposals from loca 
authorities for special road works for the 
relief of unemployment might be enter- 
tained on the basis that a sum of 
£1,000,000 had been available over and 
above the normal income of the Road 
Fund, it became necessary for the Road 
Fund to obtain further advances from the 
Central Fund under the Road Fund 
(Advances) Act, 1926, and £700,000 was 
so obtained during the year under review. 
The amount due on 3lst March, 1932, in 
respect of previous advances was £640,000, 
and as £50,000 was repaid to the Central 
Fund in 1932-33 there remained a balance 
of £1,290,000 due to the Central Fund 
on 3lst March, 1933. 

“The excess of payments over receipts 
in the Revenue Account for the year 1932- 
35 amounted to £598,680 15s. 3d. As the 
deficiency at the beginning of the year 
was £442,365 1ls. 5d. the total deficiency 
at Sist March, 1933, had increased to 
£1,041,046 6s. 8d. The increase was 
principally due to the payment of grants 
to local authorities in respect of the 
special road works referred to above—the 
total of such grants as shown in the 
accounts being £568,310 19s. |

REPLACING SHANNON AS 


SALMON RESORT. 
ITAMERICK, Wednesday. 


At a meeting of Limerick Fishery Board, 
Mr, J. Daly, inspector, reported that, from 
a three days’ record kept recently, the num- 
ber of salmon that passed up the Mulkear 
river, was 650, of which 50 were fresh fish. 
weighing on an average 20lb. each. Fish 
were continuously running up the Mulkear 
for some weeks; and it was quite possible 
that 7,000 salmon had this season passed up 
the river and its tributaries. It was Gear 
that the Mulkear, owing to the operation of 
the Shannon scheme, was rapidly taking the 
place of the Shannon as a uo, ti resort. In 
view of this development, it would be neces- 
sary to provide. additional bailiffs for the 
Mulkear. 

Mr. A. Blood Smy ch said he had foreseen 
this development for a long time past. There 
was a big flow of water down the Mulkear 
at this period, and naturally the running 
fish went up there in preference to going up 
the main stream Mr. Daly said he wanted 
the Board to realise that the Shannon scheme 
had virtually killed the Shannon as a river 
up which running salmon would ascend, Mr. 
Blood Smyth said that last month, with the 
inspector, he walked across what was for- 
merly the Shannon from Prospect to Castle- 
connell. 

The suggestion regarding additional bailiffs 
was reterred to the Finance Committee.

OUTPUT AND INCOME. 


NATIONAL CONTROL OF 
CURRENCY ADVOCATED. 


Under the auspices of the Financial 
Freedom Federation, in the Red Bank 
Restaurant, Dublin, last night, Captain 
Neville Rcberts, joint secretary, quoted figures 
trom. the recently-issued Irish Free State 
Census of Production showing the wholesale 
value of the output in five comprehensive 
groups of industry, ranging from quarries to 
biscuits, and the income received by way of 
wages, salaries and profits, These, he said, 
were the first authentic figures, which went 
to prove his contention that the people could 
only pay for one-third of what the country 
produced. The other two-thirds would have 
to be exported, 

This state of affairs would always exist as 
long as their currency was controlled by a 
private monopoly within the country, or a 
private monopoly outside, as was the case 
with this country, which had a private mono- 
This 
meant that we could make no adjustment in 
our own favour. This was the only country 
with outside control of its currency. In every 
other country in the world the money system 
was under some private group of monopolists 
in the country, without any national control. 
What he advocated was national control of 
the currency if the gap between output and 
income was to be rebar.

G mitt evidence before the Select Com- 


mittee cf the Free State Senate ap- 

pointed to consider the Slaughtered 
Animals Bill, introduced by Mr, T. J. 
O'Farrell, 

Professor James Craig, Principal of the 
Veterinary College, Ballsbridge, Dublin, 
stated that the period of fasting for animals 
awaiting slaughter should be increased from 
12 hours to 18 or 24 hours. Regarding the 
slaughter of animals in the presence of other 
animals, he stated that sheep were not 
materially affected by seeing this, but were 
excited by noise and movement. | 

He agreed with Mr, O'Farrell that the 
civilisation of a people was shown to some 
extent by their attitude towards the brute 
creation, He also agreed that in the cam- 
paign for the better treatment of animals the 
veterinary profession should take some part. 

Mr. O’Farrell—As head of the Veterinary 
College, would you assist any attempt in that 
direction ?—Yes. i 

Would you prefer a mechanical stunner 
rather than. a poleaxe in the felling of 
animals ?— Yes, | 

Have you conducted any experiments to 
show the efficacy of either method ?—No,

THE HUMANE KILLER, 


rintendent of the Zoo- 
logical Gardens, Dublin, said that he was 
very keen about preventing cruelty io 
animals, and favoured the humane killer. He 
disagreed with Professor Craig and Professor 
Gatenby that animals suffered terror on 
seeing another animal slaughtered. He

Dr. Hertzog, Chief Rabbi of the Irish Free 
State, made a lengthy statement showing 
that the Jewish method of slaughtering 
animals caused the minimum of pain and dis- 
comfort to the animal. The throat was cut 
by a specially sharpened knife, which was 
examined before and after the operation, and, 
if it showed anv. unevenness or fault, the 
animal would not be regarded as slaughtered 
properly, according to the Jewish rite. The 
animal was killed by one swift stroke of the 
knife 1n the hands of a refined and cultured 
man, who was specially trained for the 
purpose. It would be a very grievous sin 
for a Jew to eat meat killed in any other

 DUM-DUM BULLETS. 


REMARKABLE EVIDENCE IN 
LOUTH CASE. 


The story of how a commercial traveller 
was held up by two armed men and com- 
pelled to drive them for seven miles in his 
own motor car while guns were pointed at 
him was again told at Dundalk District 
Court yesterday when two well-built, well- 
dressed men, James Crowe, of Keady, County 
Armagh, and Eugene McKeever, of Parlia- 
ment's Cross, near Ardee, County Louth, 
were, charged with robbing Matthew 
Boylan while armed; with having been found 
in possession of firearms and ammunition, 
and with having imprisoned and detained 
Boylan for three-quarters of an hour against 
his will, 

Boylan told how the men got into his car 
at Dundalk, and, with guns levelled -at him, 
compelled him ‘to drive to the Newry border, 
where they said they had fifty cattle to get 
across, '' even if we have to shoot the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary to do it.” They robbed 
him, he said, of 2s. before leaving “ra 

Guard Beattie stated that he searched 
McKeever, and on him found a pistol, or 
ocket-rifle. The stock of the pistol was in 
us vest pocket and the barrel under his arm. 
1t was kept in position by a shoulder holster, 
covered by his pull-over and coats. ‘I'here 
was one cartridge in tha pistol, ammunition 
in another pocket, and also a bowie-knife, or 
dagger. e had a motor driver’s licence, 
issued in the name of McKeever, in Snssex, 
He only had a penny and a farthing in 
money, and he had several sandwiches in 
both pockets. Sergeant Nahilly took a 
Webley revolver from Crowe. It was in a 
shoulder holster, and in it there were three 
rounds of ammunition. ‘I'wo of these were 
Thompson machine gun bullets, and the 
other was a dum-dum bullet. To make the 
cartridges fit McKeever’s pistol! the lead had 
to be pared, and this had been done with 
seven or eight bullets.

CHARGE AGAINST 


MILK VENDOR. 


FOR ALLEGED OFFENCE 
IN 1932. 


Lawrence Keogh appealed from a conviction 
and sentence of one month’s imprisonment in 
each of two charges brought against him of 
having defrauded his employer, Christopher 
Keogh, of Cabra Villa, Cabra, of two sums 
of money, amounting to about 25s. 

The evidence was that Lawrence Keogh was 
employed to deliver milk to his master’s 
customers, and that he made false returns of 
the moneys he received. This was in the 
period between August and November, 1932. 

Mr. Christopher Keogh said, in evidence, 
that he dismissed Lawrence Keogh in 
November, 19352, as soon as he discovered the 
fraud. At first he did not realise the 
seriousness of the case, but he reported the 
matter to the police as a kind of warning to 
others in his employment. ‘The excuse given 
by the appellant was that some of his 
customers had left him. Two of these 
customers stated that they continued taking 
the milk from Keogh, and paid him for it 
as usual, 

At the close of the case for the prosecution, 

Mr. F. Sherry (instructed by Messrs. 
Kennedy and McGonigal), for the appellant, 
asked for a direction on the ground that no 
evidence had been submitted in support of 
the charges. He further submitted that the 
case had not been properly before the District 
Court. The alleged offences were committed 
in November, 1932, and were then known to 
the complainant, Mr. Christopher Keogh. 
Having regard to Section 10 (4) of the Petty 
Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851, the prosecution 
were barred from proceeding with the charges, 
as more than six months had elapsed before 
the issue of the summonses, 

Mr. Clarke said that the charges were in- 
dictable, that the accused man had submitted 
at. the District Court to summary jurisdiction, 
and that this point could not now be raised, 
even if it were a good one. 

Mr. Sherry said that the question was 
whether the District Justice had jurisdiction 
to hear the charges at all. 

The Judge directed that the case be put 
in the list for Friday, so that Mr. Sherry’s 
Objection could be fully considered. 

Mr. T. Clarke, of the Chief State Solicitor’s

Austria’s Future. 


Signor Suvitch, the Italian Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, has arrived 
in Vienna, where he will hold important 
conversations with Herr Dollfuss and the 
leaders of the Austrian Government. In 
view of the secular animosity between 
Rome and Vienna, speculation is rife 
concerning the object of the visit. The 
commonly accepted theory is that a treaty 
is about to be concluded between Austria 
and Hungary, with Signor Mussolini as 
its “ godfather.’’ Under the Treaties of 
Trianon and St. Germain, Austria and 
Hungary have a right to the free use of 
the ports of Trieste and Fiume, which 
have passed into Italian hands; and it is 
suggested now that Signor Mussolini is 
anxious to promote trade through these

Hungary shall make common cause, and 
that both shall conclude economic pacts 
with Italy. The Yugoslav Press, how- 
ever, goes very much farther.

The British Shipyards. 


Nothing is so sure a guide to the hope or 


| despair of a great trading nation as the 


condition of its shipyards. For some 
years past the yards of the United King- 
dom have dragged out a lean existence ; 
but now the tide seems to have turned. 
Although there is no startling increase 
number of ships at present 


improvement is manifest in the condition 
of the yards. According to the latest 
returns of Lloyd’s Register, 90 merchant 
vessels, of 331,541 tons gross, were under 
construction in Great Britain and Ireland 
at the end of last December. This is a 
small output in comparison with the 
gigantic tonnage that used to emerge 
from the yards in happier days, but 
it marks a-definite revival. It repre- 
sents an increase of more than 100,000 
tons on the figures for the end of 1932, 
and of nearly 28,000 tons on those of last 
September. The improvement, apparently, 
is confiued to the British shipbuilding in- 
At the end of December the 
world’s total tonnage under construction 
amounted to 757,277 tons, of which 43.8 
per cent. was being built in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and 56.2 per cent. abroad.

Chess in lreland. 


There is a wide belief in these islands 
that the game of chess is a refuge of old 
age—that it is played chiefly by long- 
bearded persons, who peer at the board 
through thick spectacles. In the article 
which we print to-day Mr. James J. Doyle, 
Vice-President of the Dublin Chess Club, 
shatters that belief. Chess, indeed, is a 
game for all states and periods of life ; but 
within recent times the outstanding 
players have been young men. The 
present champion of the world, Dr. 
Alekhin, is in early middle age; his pre- 
decessor, Sefior Capablanca, became 
famous as a boy; the most promising of 
our Irish players, Mr. C. H. O’D. 
Alexander, is a young schoolmaster. Mr. 
Doyle’s article, in which fresh enthusiasm 
illuminates well-stored knowledge, is 
proof, too, that chess defies the bleaker 
influences of advancing years. It is a 
persuasive appeal for the encouragement of 


.England, he tells us, fosters the playing 
of chess by boys and girls. Schoolboy 
championships reveal rising talent, and 
are evolving a breed of players which now 
makes a bold challenge to the continental 
masters. Mr. Doyle pleads for the prac. 
tice of chess in Irish schools, and offers 
his own services as a teacher. We hope 
that the response will overwhelm him, and 
will force him to enlist the aid of other 
experts. “The game ought to have peculiar 
contacts with the national genius, at once 
philosophic and acute; and we do not 
doubt that an Irish school of young and 
fine players waits upon discovery. Apart 
from the finding of champions, the cult 
of chess by our Irish youth would carry 
far-reaching benefits. Its calm, but 
searching, discipline would be a specific 
against the excitements of an age in which 
we “ never once possess our souls before 
we die.’’. It would revive the perishing 
art of concentrated thought. It would 
prepare a new generation of Irishmen for 
that larger game in which, as Huxley 
said, the chessboard is the world and the 
player on the other side is hidden from 
us, i 


Marketing Schemes. 


A member of the Parliament of Northern 
Ireland has found fault with the British 
Government's pig-marketing scheme, on 
the ground that a marketing scheme of 
any sort is unnecessary, and that the whole 
trouble of prices would be removed by a 
simple control of imports. He has been 
taken to task by Sir Basil Brooke, the 
Northern Minister of Agriculture, who 
rightly points out that the solution is by 
no means so easy. A country so populous 
as Great Britain cannot afford to take 
chances with her food supply. If she 
should cut down her imports without 
a fair assurance that her own farmers 
would be able to supply her needs, the 
result might be calamitous. The great 
merit of the British marketing schemes is 
that any benefit which the farmer may 
derive from tariffs depends on himself. He 
must prove that he can, and will, keep his 
country supplied with food ; and the proof 
demanded is his readiness to increase his 
production under the marketing schemes. 
If he fails to keep his bond, he will cease 
to enjoy the benefit of tariffs, and may 
slide to ruin in his own way. On the 
other hand, the Free State Government 
has granted tariffs to industries that, 
by no manner of means, could supply 
the resulting demand for Irish goods. If 
you work, you will get a tariff—that 
is the British doctrine, and we cannot 
doubt that it will prove successful. Its 
first fruits for the pig industry are shown 
in a considerable increase of prices for 
British end Northern Irish pigs. ‘The 
marketing scheme, unfortunately, is not 
the sole cause of this improvement, 
Another factor is the decline in Free 
State competition.

The Shipbuilding Industry. 


Good news not only for the shipbuilding 
industry, Lut also for the many important 
trades associated with it, is contained in 
the statistics issued this morning by 
Lioyd’s Register of Shipping. These show 
that at the end of December last there 
were 106,044 tons more of work under con- 
struction in Great Britain and Ireland 
than at the corresponding time in 1932. 
The increase on the quarter’ ended 
September, 1933. was 27,779 tons. Tho 
tonnage on which work was suspended at 
the eud of December was. 145,122 tons, 
which includes the 73,000 ton Cunarder, 
on which work is expected to be resumed 
almost immediately. ‘The total of the 
tonnage now on the stocks continues the 
steady increase which has been observable 
since the beginning of last year,’’ €tates 
Lloyd’s Register. Among the many 
trades which will benefit from the revival 
in the shipbuilding industry, apart from 
the iron and steel trades, those associate: 
with .the manufacture of paints and 
varnishes rank largely.

It was the fashion of ‘‘ Toby, M.P.,” 
the nineteenth century master of parlia- 
mentary sketch-writinz, to conclude his 
commentaries with a summary of ' business 
done.”

FREE STATE BREAD 
OF THE FUTURE. 
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MASTER BAKERS AND USE 
OF OAT FLOUR.

A conference of the Irish Master Bakers’ 
Association with representatives of the 
Department of Industry and. Commerce 
took place at Government Buildings, 
Dublin, yesterday in connection with the 
Government's proposal to introduce legis- 
lation to make compulsory the mixing of a 
certain proportion of oat flour with wheat 
flour in the production of bread. 

The bakers, it seems, are not favourable 
to the scheme, and placed before 
the Department's representatives several 
reasons for their attitude of disapproval. 
They consider that it would be more expen- 
sive, and would, therefore, entail an 
increase in the price of the loaf. Moreover, 
the bread would be of a dark colour, and 
of a quality inferior to the present product. 


OVERHEAD COSTS. 


The increase in the overhead costs would 
arise from the facts that the process of 
manufacture would be longer, and that the 
admixture would require more fermenta- 
tion, and, consequently, increase the cost 
of labour. 

It was explained on behalf of the Govern- 
ment that the scheme to mix a certain pro- 
portion of oat flour with wheat flour 
was intended to absorb portion of the 
surplus oats which might be left on 
the hands of the Minister for Agriculture 
in June next under the plan for the pur- 
chase of the 1933 oat crop. recently 
arranged. The proportion of the admixture 
could not be stated until some estimate 
could be made as to the quantity which 
would remain on the Minister’s hands. 
The proportion, however, it was suggested, 
would not exceed five per cent.

IMPORTANT 


STATESMEN GATHER 
IN VIENNA. 


THE POLITICAL AND 
ECONOMIC FUTURE.

i nee: visit of Signor Suvitch, the Italian 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
who arrived here to-day, is arousing lively 
interest, in view of the present situation 

in Austria.. Rumour is busy attaching im- 
portant political significance to his visit, 
and conflicting theories are advanced as 
to its real reason. . 

One suggestion is that he is coming as 
Signor Mussolini’s emissary in an effort 
to solve Austria’s difficult problem vis-a- 
vis Germany. ae | 

The fact that the Austrian Minister in 
Berlin has arrived. here, and that Dr. 
Rintelen, the Austrian Minister in Rome, 
is likely to return to Vienna, lends some 
support to the suggestion that the conver- 
sations which Signor Suvitch will have 
will be something more. than a mere 
formality. : 

One Vienna newspaper believes that 
Signor Mussolini desires to see a treaty of 
elose political and economic co-operataon 
between Austria and Hungary, in which 
he would act as “ godfather.”’ 


CENTRAL EUROPE BLOC, 


A more “‘‘ sensational ' rumour, appear- 
ing in a Yugoslav paper, talks of an im- 
pending pact between Germany, Italy, 
Austria and Hungary, which is alleged to 
have been worked out during a ski-ing 
tour in the mountains near Semmering by 
the German and Italian M*fnisters in 
Vienna, the German Minister ity Hungary, 
and Dr. Rintelen. 

According to the newspaper, this treaty 
would guarantee Austria’s independence, 
would provide for a Customs union 
between the four countries, for the re- 
organisation of the Austrian Government 
on the basis that half the Ministers should 
be Nazis, and for the reform of the 
Austrian Constitution. 

The Government’s new anti-Nazi cam- 
paign would seem, however, to undermine 
this rumour so far as membership of the 
Government is concerned, and the sug- 
gested Central-European combination 
would appear equally premature. 

An alternative explanation of Signor 
Suvitch’s visit is that it is merely a 
courtesy in formal return for the visits of 
Dr. Dollfuss to Italy, and carries no other 
political significance. : 


TRIESTE AND FIUME. 


In the present state of Austria, however, 
the visit has naturally given rise to much 
speculation, and the Morgen even says that 
Dr. Suvitch will bring with him a concrete 
offer regarding Austro-Hungarian trade 
through Trieste. Dr. Dollfuss has made it 
clear that Austrian “independenc" ” can 
only be achieved if a workable future is 
offered her, and she is looking for some 
thing more than vague promises. 

This view is supported by a message 
from Reuter’s Correspondent in Rome, 
which says that while Signor Suvitch’s 
visit is looked upon there as an act of 
courtesy, it is possible that while in 
Vienna he may discuss means of increasing 
Austria's tfade through the ports ol 
Trieste and Fiume, where Austria is en- 
titled to free port facilities under the 
Peace Treaties. i 

The campaign of Nazi violence in 
Austria has been regarded with alarm by 
Italians, who have ardently supported the 
Austrian Chancellor's campaign to sup- 
press it, and are determined that Austria 
shall remain independent. 


BRITISH COAL. 


Britain will benefit at the expense of 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and Poland by 
at agreement which, it is understood, has 
been reached whereby British coal 
would be imported via Trieste for the 
Austrian railways. Austrian timber, 
mainly for use as pit-props, would be 
given in exchange for the coal. 

The agreement has been concluded by 
General Vaugoin, President of the 
Austrian State Railways, and Signor 
Ciano, Italian Minister for Communica- 
tions The proposal now awaits the con- 
sent of the Italian Ministry of Finance 
for the British coal to be brought in duty 
free. 

This plan is likely to form part of the 
general scheme for economic rehabilita- 
tion to be discussed during Signor 
Suvitch’s visit. 


AUSTRIANS IN GERMANY. 


The Austrian Legation in Berlin hav- 
ing entered a protest against the regula- 
tion obliging all Austrians to ‘register 
themselves and announce their political 
affiliation before January 20th, on the 
ground that it is a breach of the Austro- 
German trade treaty, Baron von Neurath, 
the German Foreign Minister, has as- 
sured the Minister that it would be with- 
drawn immediately. The order, he ex- 
plained, had heen issued by subordinate 
authorities 


SAAR GOVERNORS 
RE-APPOINTED. 


GERMANY’S REPLY TO 
LEAGUE INVITATION. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Wednesday. 


The German reply declining the invita- 
tion of the League to be present at the 
Council’s discussion of the Saar dispute 
was received this evening. 

The message merely says that the 
German Government fully appreciates the 
action of the Council in giving the German 
Government an opportunity of bringing 
forward its views, but it cannot, to its 
great regret, participate in the discussion 
of Number: 26 on the agenda (the Saar 
dispute). : 

The League Council began to-day its 
consideration of the Saar question, par- 


ticularly regarding the plebiscite to be 


held in March, 1935, and the problem of 
maintaining order in the district until 
that date. 

Mr. Knox, the Chairman, and other 
members of the Saar Governing Commis- 
sion, were confirmed in their appointments 
for one year as from April Ist, 1934. 
Thus they will have charge until the 
population of the Saar have decided under 
which Government they wish to live—that 
of Germany, of France, or of the League. 

The Council has still to decide what 
measures are to be taken to ensure order 
until after the plebiscite in view of the 
increasing allegations of intimidation by 
Nazis in the district. 

The Socialist leader, M. Braun, has 
arrived here from the Saar to present a 
petition appealing for a delay in the 
plebiscite for from five to ten years, in 
order not to “ expose the population to 
persecution,' which, he alleges, is daily 
growing worse. Two similar titions 
have been received and published by the

BRITISH REACTION TO 

MONEY PLAN AWAITED.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


HE possibility of a money war between 
Great Britain and America as the 
result of President Roosevelt's new 
monetary policy is discounted by Treasury 
officials, who foresee no such contingency 
arising. - | 

Ir their view both nations are likely 
to continue something like the existing 
ratio between their respective currencies. 
Some Treasury quarters feel this ratio puts 
the pound sterling in a stronger position 
than the British gold reserve warrants, 
but there is no indication that America 
will seek to employ her two billion 
Equalisation Fund for the purpose of 
altering the ratio. 

The opinion is held that the British 
Equalisation Fund will probably be 
employed to maintain the present ratio, 
but the Treasury has no information as to 
any agreement on the subject. 


SENATORS’ REVOLT. 


-Meanwhile-a battle royal may possibly 
take place on the question whether the 
Treasury’s acquisition of the huge Federal 
‘Reserve gold hoardings in exchange for 
‘‘irredeemable ’’ gold certificates is legal. 

A section of the President’s own party, 
led by Senators Glass, Gore and McAdoon, 
is in revolt on the subject. During the 
Senate Banking Committee hearing these 
senators bluntly told Mr. Morgenthau, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, that the seizure 
was unconstitutional and confiscatory. 

According to the Journal of Commerce, 
the Government’s case is not regarded as 
satisfactory, and the private view of some 
Senators is that the whole proposal is 
‘‘ dishonest.’ They, therefore, feel reluct- 
ant to see Congress assume legislative 
responsibility for it. | 


FEDERAL RESERVE 
DISPLACED. 


The sanctity of the gold clause is also 
being discussed, and grave apprehension 
is voiced at the proposal to give the 
Treasury virtual Central Bank functions 
and credit contro] through open market 
purchases, thereby displacing the Federal 
Reserve system and revolutionising the 
fundamental banking structure of the 
country. 

Despite these symptoms of uneasiness in 
certain quarters, everything indicates that 
the President’s monetary legislation will 
secure the speedy approval of Congress, 

The British reaction to the President's 
scheme is being awaited with some eager- 
ness. Well-informed opinion expects that 
Britain will await furtier developments 
before adopting any definite policy. ‘‘A 
stabilisation settlement in return for a 
war debt compromise is regarded as 
likely,” says the Journal of Commerce. 

An amendment introduced in the 
Monetary Bill as a concession to the atti- 
tude of Senator Glass is designed to guard 
against invasion by the Treasury in the 
field of private banking. The bill now 
contains a provision authorising the Secre- 
tary to the Treasury to ‘‘deal in gold, 
foreign exchange, and such other instru- 
ments of credit or security as he may deem 
necessary to carry out the purpose of this 
section.” 


MALDISTRIBUTION OF 
GOLD. 


Strong criticism of President Roosevelt's 
latest monetary moves was voiced to-day 
by Professor O. M. Sprague, formerly 
economic adviser to the Bank of England, 
and later general adviser to the United 
States Treasury, a position from which he 
resigned owing to his disagreement with 
President Roosevelt's policy. 

Professor Sprague declared that the 
United States Stabilisation Fund opera- 
tions would further enlarge the already 
excessive gold stock of the United States 
would accentuate the maldistribution of 
gold, and would delay the restoration ot 
international monetary stability. 

“It would be most surprising, indeed,” 
he added, “if Britain were prepared to 
stabilise the pound at anything like .‘:e 
present dollar quotation.” -

THE ATTITUDE OF 
FRANCE. 


The Times in an editorial article to-day 
observes :—The foreign affairs debate in 
the French Senate—begun last Friday, 
continued on Tuesday, and to be concluded 
to-day—has been mainly concerned with 
disarmament, and this - 
without any doubt, reflects faithfully the 
matter which is uppermost in the minds 
of all Frenchmen when they a 
foreign policy. Indeed, it could hardly be 
otherwise. The memories of the War, 
scarred on the face of their country, are 
still vividly present to the minds of the 
inhabitants of a great part of France, and 
the question of invasion, which to us 
islanders appears distant and hypothetical, 
seems to them a real danger, against the 
repetition of which it is the elementary 
duty of their statesmen to protect them. 
And yet what France is asked to do now 
for the sake of a general limitation of 
armaments is to discard those weapons on 
which her “military superiority depends. 

It has to be recognised that the great 
aim of a new peace system cannot be 
achieved without some sacrifices, and the 
sacrifice which is being demanded of 
France is immediate and palpable. What 
France asks in return is some guarantee 
that the equal restrictions placed upon 
armed strength shall be observed. If some 
refractory country, disregarding its con- 
tract, is proved by an international inquiry 
to have exceeded its quota of arms, and 
thus to be endangering the whole system, 
will every other signatory regard it as a 
matter for its own consideration and 
action? A collective guarantee of this 
character would in itself involve no re- 
sponsibility for frontiers. It would be the 
guarantee of a new and beneficent system, 
and its principle is, in fact, already con- 
ceded in the British Draft Convention. 
Article 89 of that instrument lays down 
that the loyal execution of the present 
Convention is a matter of common interest 
to the high contracting parties. It is 
essential that British public opinion should 
carefully consider what effect it may 
ultimately be prepared to give towards a 
matter of common interest. |

Duke of Abercorn) formally declared 
open to-day the new loop line at Green- 
island, which has been constructed by the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
(Northern Counties Committee) at a cost 
of £250,000. 

The new loop line, which will enable 
an acceleration of the train service between 
Belfast and Portrush and Londonderry 
by over twenty minutes, took over three 
years to construct, and is carried on the 
first portion over a viaduct which is the 
largest reinforced concrete viaduct in 
Great Britain or Ireland. 

There was a distinguished company pre- 
sent at the ceremony, including Lord 
Craigavon, the Prime Minister of

and Sir Harold Hartley, vice-presidents ; 
Major J. A. Torrens, D.L., Chairman of 
the Northern Counties Committee, and 
Major Malcolm Speir, M.C., manager and

GOVERNOR’S HOPE, 


“ The new loop line shows that you have 
faith in your railway and its future,”’ 
said the Duke of Abercorn, in replying to 
the address, which was read by Major 
Speir. 

It was with pleasure, he said, that he had 
received the address, containing, as it did, 
their experssions of loyalty to His Majesty 
the King and their kindly references to 
himself. He was particularly pleased to 
be present for the purpose of opening the 
line, and he congratulated them, and 
trusted that the new line would bring the 
company greatly increased and accelerated 
travel. 

Mr. John Young lad the honour of 
driving the specix] train, and the other 
members of the crew were :—Messrs. 
Charles Edward McCune, fireman; John 
Begley and William Adams, guards, and 
Inspector McDonald. 


THE FIRST TRAIN, 


The Governor, with the directors and 
officials of the line and guests, travelled 
over the new loop by special train from 
York road station, Belfast; the engine 
appropriately being named ‘‘ The Duke of 
Abercorn.’”’ Afterwards the train pro- 
ceeded to Portrush, where the Duke re- 
ceived an address of welcome from the 
Portrush Urban Couneil, and a luncheon 
followed in the Northern Counties Hotel. 

The Governor, who was accompanied by 
Lieutenant-Commander Oscar Henderson, 
his private ‘secretary, and Captain 
Martelli, his A.D.C., was received on his 
arrival at York Road Station, Belfast, by 
Major Torrens, the chairman, who then 
presented the directors and officials. 

At the new viaduct the Governor cut the 
cord, and hearty cheers were given by the 
large attendance, which included many of 
the men employed on the scheme.

They knew what an 
extraordinary influence it exerted in the 
life of Great Britain, and, although they 
in Ulster thought imperially, they were 
very loyal to their own particular part;

of the car, died in hospital shortly after the 
accident. 

Major Longman formally entered a plea 
of not guilty. 

After witnesses had stated that Major 
Longman was sober before and after the 
accident, Dr. T. E. Wood, who examined 
Major Longman following the accident, said 
he asked the Major how blood came on his 
face. Major Longman replied: “TI have 
been kissing somebody.”’ The doctor said : 
“I thought he was trying to be funny, but 
I altered my opinion. I understand it was 
true.” He came to the conclusion that the 
Major was unhinged, and his condition was 
quite cortpatible with shock. 

“I refused to say whether he was drunk 
or sober at the time of the accident.” He 
considered that the Major was sober when 
he saw him. 

Major Longman, in the box, describing 
the crash and after, said :—“ 1 saw she was 
rather badly hurt, sc I kissed her and tried 
to stop oncoming trafhs.'” Before the crash 
he. was absolutely and completely sober.

DENOUNCED.

PROFESSOR BUSTEED ON 
CREDIT PROBLEMS. 


From Our CoRrRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Wednesday. 

Professor J. Busteed, University College, 
Cork, lectured to-night under the auspices 
of the two Cork Chambers of Commerce, 
his subject being ‘‘Currency and Credit 
Problems.’’ He said that the world to- 
day would not trust traditional methods 
of banking, but banker-baiting was of no 
use, and it was merely foolish to suggest 
that there was conspiracy among bankers 
to reduce society to destitution. 

The Jewish menace was al] imagination 
on the side of Germany. 

He held that there was not a strong 
case for nationalising commercial banking, 
and also remarked that the problem ot 
financing destitute small farmers was not 
one for the banks or credit corporations 

Senator Crosbie proposed, and Mr. E 
O'Mahony seconded, a vote of thanks. 
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south-westerly gale. At Glasgow Harbour 
the high . tide, blown up stream by the 
gale, came over the quay walls, and in- 
vaded the wharves gob. warehouses during 
the afternoon.

CRAFT ON DOCKS. ° 


During the height of the storm and tide 
small coasting craft were actually blown 
on to the top of the docks, but later they 
were safely placed on the river again. 

At Finnieston Ferry the passenger- 
ferry, in making the wharf, became en- 
tangled in the piles, and tilted dan- 
gerously, ‘I'he passengers were safely dis- 
embarked, but the ferry remained locked 
in the dock structure. 

At Renfrew, farther down the river, 
people had to leave their homes when 
the river came over its banks at high tide 
and caused much flood damage. Boats 
were used to rescue women and children 
who were marooned in their homes, 

Children, who, while on their way 
home from lunch, were caught in the 
floods, were rescued by passing workmen, 
who carried them to their homes. 
Barrels and other portions of harbour 
equipment were floating. about in the 
main street. 


TRAPPED IN POST OFFICE. 


The premises flooded included a cinema 
and the Post Office. In the latter people 
were imprisoned there until the water 
receded.. By four o'clock the position had 
eased considerably, and the tide had fallen 
below the dockside. 

Storm incidents were reported from 
resorts along the Firth of Clyde. At 
Rothesay the sea swept over the esplanade 
and flooded the municipal gardens, and 
shopkeepers boarded up their premises to 
keep the tide out. Greenock esplanade 
was two feet under water. The large pier 
was lashed by terrific waves, and an 
Italian occupant of the pier head café 
came out of the premises in his bathing 
suit and swam thirty yards up the street. 
The River Kelvin, a tributary of the 
Clyde, also was affected, and the L.M.S. 
Jine to Balloch was invaded by the waters. 

Partick West and Partick Central 
Stations were isolated in the floods, and 
all traffic was suspended. 

During. one terrific gust at Irvine about 
150 feet of roofwork was blown from asaw- 
mill yard into the street. One huge piece 
hit ‘the attic of a house two storeys up. 
Two boys—George M. Knight and Andrew 
Lennox—who were standing at the yate of 
the yard were struck by a section of tall- 
ing material, Knight having his leg 
fractured and Lennox had his nose badly 
injured. 


SHEEP DROWNED. 


A flock of about sixty sheep were 
drowned in a field covered with three feet 
of water, near the River Cart, Renfrew- 
shire. 

Two men were drowned in Woodend 
Loch, Gartcosh,, Lanarkshire, yesterday 
while out duck-shooting. Their frail home- 
made craft was caught in the height of the 
storm and swamped, The body of James 
Watt (42), of Garvie Avenue Plains, 
Lanarkshire, was recovered later, but the 
body of the other man, whose identity is 
not known, had not been recovered las 


night. ; 


RAILWAY LINE 
FLOODED. 
‘BUSES BROUGHT INTO USE. 


Flooding oceurred on portions of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
line in the Furness district of Lancashire, 
awing to the high tide and a westerly gale. 
On the Kendal branch passengers were. con- 
veyed by ‘buses between Sandside and 
Arnside, as the ballast beneath the railway 
sleepers had been swept away. The railway 
service on the Barrow-Piel service also was 
suspended for a similar reason, and ’buses 
were brought into use. Parts of the line 
near Kirkby-in-Furness also were flooded, 
but there was no dislocation of main line 
traffic. 

In the Isle of Man trees were blown 
down on main roads. necessitating the 
diverting of 'bus and other vehicular 
trafic. The daily steamer fought her way 
from Liverpool through mountainous seas, 
making Douglas two hours late.. The 
promenade was awash yesterday morning, 
and it was feared that boarding-houses 
would be flooded at last night’s tide. 


LIFEBOAT TO RESCUE, 


Anxiety was caused at Arbroath, Forfar- 
shire, when it was found that of twenty- 
seven boats of the Arbroath fishing fleet 
which had put back into harbour after 
being caught in the gale, the skiff Agnes 
and Betty, with a crew of four on board, 
had not returned, The lifeboat and a local 
motor yawl went in search of the missing 
boat, which was located by the yaw] about 
seven miles off Lunan Bay. The skiff was 
in a helpless condition, the seas, which 
washed over her, having put her engine 
out of action. She was towed back to 
Arbroath, where her crew were landed in 
an exhausted condition. 

Only one air service—that between 
London and Brussels—was affected by the 
gale. This was cancelled owing to fast- 
moving, ‘low-lying cloud between the 
Belgian coast and Brussels. Other services 
were operated according to schedule. 


SAILORS ADRIFT. 


DESTROYER STANDS BY 
PINNACE. 


Nine sailors were last night drifting in the 
Firth of Clyde in a picket boat which was 
caught in the storm when it left the destroyer 
Wolfhound, which was anchored at Lamlash 
Bay. 

The picket boat pulled off from the Wolf- 
hound and headed for Lamlash Pier for pro- 
visions. It had not got far when the sound of 
a slight explosion was heard, and “the engines 
of the picket boat became silent. 

Realifing the need for 
the destroyer immediately 
the  pinnace with her _ searchlight. 
She was drifting towards the “shore, 
The Wolfhound’s anchors were lifted, and 
the destroyer attempted to follow the pinnace, 
but she was too far towards the shore for the 
larger boat to proceed farther.. Ultimately 
the pinnace was blown right across the bay 
towards Holy Island. 

The Wolfhound sent an 8.0.8. to the Troon 
lifeboat, which immediately answered the 
call. . Fortunately, the wind cleared, and this

TOLL. — 


DAMAGE ASSESSED: 
FROM THE AIR. 


FLIGHTS OVER STRICKEN 
INDIA.

CALCUTTA, Wednesday. 
BOUT 2,000 killed and over 10,000 
injured is the latest estimate of the 
casualties from the Indian earthquake 
supplied by Reuter’s Correspondents in the 
stricken areas. While communication 


with outlying areas continues to be affected |. 


larger estimates will probably be made, 
but these figures represent the latest trust- 
worthy estimates from the affected centres 
themselves. Reports that the death roll 
approaches ten thousand should, therefore, 
be discounted, 

Aeroplane reconnaissances carried out 
to-day in the affected areas in Bihar show 
that the town of Monghyr suffered heavily, 
the loss of life being estimated at several 
hundred, including Miss Christian, the 
daughter of a local European painter, The 
local bazaar is a heap of ruins, 

The death roll at Muzaffarpur is esti- 
mated at 300. 


CITIES DESTROYED. 


In Chapra town a number of - public 
buildings was wrecked, and the hospital 
is now condemned as unsafe. The loss of 
life in the whole district is reported to be 
100. Nine deaths also occurred at Betiah. 
Motihari town is to a great extent de- 
stroyed and isolated. At Samastipur a 
large sugar mill has been destroyed. 

Further casualties are reported as 
follow: Patna, 61 dead; Jamalpur, 33 
dead ; Gaya, 10 dead ; Bhagalpur, 6 dead ; 
Darjeeling, 5 dead; Benares, 2; Cawn- 
pore, 1 

The Government of Bihar estimates that 
over 500 persons perished at Darhbanga, 
thus bringing the known death roll to the 
neighbourhood of 800. Reports from 
hundreds of outlying villages in the 
affected areas are not expected for a tew 
days. The total number of dead, 
according to trustworthy estimates, is, 
however, probably in the neighbonr- 
hood of 2,000. The number of injured 
is estimated at 10,000, but it is 
impossible to make a final estimate yet, 
as the majority of the injured people do 
not pass through hospitals, or even 
through the hands of doctors or recognised 
institutions. 


WORST SUFFERERS. 


Muzaffarpur and other towns in North 
Bihar are now revealed as the worst 
sufferers in the earthquake, The aerial 
survey showed extensive cracks in the 
ground. Muzaffarpur branch of the 
Imperial Bank has collapsed. Work has 
been suspended for two days in conse- 
quence. 

Mrs. Allen Corbet, the wife of a British 
merchant, was seriously injured when her 
house collapsed. 

The damage at Darjeeling, though 
serious, is negligible in comparison with 
that suffered by the North Bihar towns. 
The panic which prevailed at the outset 
has subsided, and everything is now 
normal. Many houses were badly 
damaged, Buddhist monaste:ies suffering 
particularly. The death {1 was not 
= it however—five coolies only being 


The Gymkhana Club and the Planters’ 
Club were damaged, as well as the Govern- 
ment High School, some other schools, 
and a number of tea gardens. Almost all 
were brick buildings. Ferro-concrete build- 
ings and small houses generally escaped 
damage, and the water supply and elec- 
trical services have now been restored. 

In Bhagalpur, Mrs. Beevor, the\young 
wife of Mr. R. B. Beevor, the District 
Sessions Judge, was seriously injured in 
the collapsg of a residential building. 
Nearly all the important buildings were 
damaged, including the Criminal Court, 
the Commissioner’s residence, the Post 
Office, Training School, Central Jail, rail- 
way station and club-house. 


ANOTHER TREMOR. 


An aerial reconnaissance by a Bihar 
Government aeroplane yesterday revealed 
large sheets of water at places where dry 
ground formerly existed. Numerous cracks 
in the ground were visible, and at some 
spots grey mud and sulphurous water had 
been forced up from below. Many sugar 
mills were destroyed, and there had been a 
wholesale destruction of railways, roads 
and bridges. 

So far as can be ascertained at present, 
no Europeans. have been injured in the 
Muzaffarpur region. 

A message from Trivandrum (Trayan- 
core) reports that a further shock, lasting 
four minutes, occurred at Kottayam, 93 
miles from Trivandrum, at 8 o'clock last 
night.

IRISH IN RATHMINES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH "JMES 

Sir,—In March, 1933, a number of parents 
in the Rathmines area of Dublin appealed to 
the Ministry of Education for an all-Irish 
primary school for the district. At ithe re- 
quest of the Ministry they subsequently sub- 
mitted a list of bhá 150 Irish-speakin 
children, whose parents were anxious to avai 
themselves of such a school. This by no 


means exhausted the number of Irish-speak- . 


ing children in the area, as those concerned 
had no means of conducting an exhaustive 
survey.. It is my belief, and that of many 
others, that from 300 to 500 pupils would 
flock to such a school within a very short 
period. So far as I am aware, no practical 
steps have yet been taken by the Ministry 
to .establish this school, the necessity for 
which was freely endorsed by the Minister 
in his first communication, Parents anxious 
for these educational provisions are still com- 
pelled to send their children—from six years 
of age and npwards—to the centre of the 
city to schools already over-crowded. 

1s this in keeping with Ministerial protes- 
tations? Is it the acid test of practical sin- 
cerity? Apart from the Irish language alto- 
gether, is it elementary fair play to Irish 
citizens, who, according to the Constitution, 
are entitled to State education in their own 
language?

METHODS OF AUSTRALIAN 
MISSIONARY. 


The flogging of aborigines in certain cases 
is advocated by the Rev. A. J. Dyer, one 
of the missionaries who is trying to so: 6 
the problem of truculence among the natives 
at Caledon Bay, writes Reuter from Sydney. 
The only ‘‘weapon”’ he carries is a toy 
squeaker; for he has found that laughter can 
citen save a dangerous situation. 

When describing his experiences at Cen- 
pelli, where natives speared cattle, Mr. Dver 
said; ‘‘ After a lot of palaver they (tho 
aborigines) sent out the four responsible for 


‘ 


the killings, and we had them given a bit ol 
a belting. It made all the difference in the 
world to those boys, and we never had any 
trouble afterwards. : 

“People down South do not realise that 
corporal punishment is sometimes the best 
for aborigines, just as it is good for children. 
They expect punishment when they have done 
wrong, and like you all the more for it aíter- 
wards. A hiding is swift and sure retrbu- 
tion and more effective sometimes than 
taking aborigines to court. Police are hand!- 
capped often by being forbidden to touch 
aborigines when a belting would solve 
teoables that arise over minor matters. 

“ When natives go ' bad’ they often won ! 
stop unless someone gets to work on ther 
like a Mussolini, If people take a strong 
stand with aborigines they will very seldom 
give trouble. In all my years among them. 
even among the wildest of them, I never had 
occasion to flash a rifle or revolver at them 
I have often faced natives armed with spears 
and have often been asked what I would do 
if I knew that they meant death. I have 
never answered that question yet; but if | 
do meet such savages at Caledon Bay | 
think I would rather die ‘than kill another 
man,’ .

The ‘‘exchange dumping’’ duty imposed 
on certain goods in August has now been 
extended to include certain men’s wear, wire, 
nails, rails, vegetable or animal oils, hardened 
or hydrogenated bicycle tubes, wooden boxes 
(except for packing fresh fruit other thas 
citrus), dried fruits, dairy produce, eggs, cona 
densed milk, biscuits and apples. 

Japanese goods on which * exchange 
dumping’’ duties were imposed previously 
included men’s and boys’ hats (other than 
tweed), bottles and jars (other than beer and 
mineral water), paints and colours, dry pig; 
ments and matches. 

At present the Japanese yen is worth about 
fifteen pence, but for the purpose of 
the ‘‘dumping duty”. the yen will 
calculated at its par value of 25.55 
pence. All Japanese goods mentioned 
above will, therefore, be hable to an extra 
duty of 8.35 pence for every yen of their 
face value, with the proviso that the ** dump.
